Hence  the  following  account 
from  a  recent  number  of  the  Prairie  Far- 
mer, published  at  Chicago,  of  an  attempt 
t«i  cultivate  the  sugar  beet  on  an  exten 
sive  scale,  and  to  manufacture  sugar 
from  it,  must  arrest  the  attention  of  ev- 
ery reflecting  person  : 

Mr.  T.  Gennert,  of  the  firm  of  Gennert 
Brothers,  of  N«iw  Y«irk  city,  had  made  a 
journey  to  Germany,  carefully  investi- 
gated for  himself  the  cultivation  of  the 
beet  and  the  miiiulia  of  manufacture — 
beicg  afTorded  every  facility  compatible 
wiih  the  rules  of  the  assticiation  of  man 
ufttclurers.  He  fully  decidi-d  t  >  make 
the  experiment  on  a  scale  that  shtmld 
thoroughly  prove  the  matter  in  this  coon- 
try.  Having  previously  traveled  over 
nearly  all  the  States  of  the  Union,  mak 
ing  himself  familiar  with  the  soils  of  the 
country,  he  determined  to  locate  in  Illi- 
nois. After  having  spent  some  time  in 
examining  localities  so  as  to  procure 
suitable  land,  cheap  fuel  Aic,  he  made 
choic-e  ot  a  location  at  Chatsworth,  Liv- 
ingston county,  situated  on  the  Illinois 
Central  Riiilroad,  about  one  hundred 
miles  distant  by  rail  from  Chicago.  O-n 
trading     for    two  sections  of 


the  stone  it  had  taken  the  fiMin  of  a  slab 
— a  f:irrn  which  could  not  be  produced  by 
any  process  of  blowing  then  in  use. 

Such  was  the  accident  which  led  to  the 
discovery  of  the  art  of  casting  plate- 
glass.

We  respectfully   advise   all    city    rea- 
ders who  are    under   exercise    of  mind 
about  the  present   cost  of  horse-keeping, 
to  look  into  the  stable  we  have  described
